ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Withnell  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1967 

The  population  of  the  District  at  Mid-June  was 
2,900,  according  to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate,  which  is  140  more 
than  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  In  previous  Annual  Reports 
reference  has  been  made  to  these  estimates  continuing  to  show  a  decreasing 
population  for  the  District  in  spite  of  the  considerable  amount  of 
development  which  has  token  place  in  recent  years.  It  is,  therefore, 
pleasing  to  note  that  recognition  of  this  is  given  in  the  present  estimate. 

The  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the 
District  during  1967  Wc?s  44>  which  is  14  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year 
and  gives  a  birth  rate  of  15.2  (adjusted  18. 7)  per  1,000  population.  The 
birth  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  County  of  Lancaster  were  17*2 
and  17*6  (adjusted  18. l)  respectively. 

The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  was 
40,  which  is  10  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year,  of  these  40  deaths,  14 
were  of  persons  75  years  of  ago  and  over  and  12  were  between  65  and  75 
years  of  age.  The  death  rate  for  the  District  was  13*8  (adjusted  12. l) 
per  1,000  population.  The  death  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  Lanca¬ 
shire  were  11.2  and  12,2  (adjusted  13.0)  respectively. 

The  Registrar  General  has  provided  a  table  giving 
the  causes  of  death  in  age  groups  and  this  table  is  reproduced  in  the 
Report.  Comparing  the  causes  of  death  with  those  in  the  previous  year  it 
is  found  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  diseases  at  7  is  3 
fewer,  and  deaths  from  heart  diseases  numbering  10  are  1  fewer.  Vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (strokes)  accounted  for  6  which  is  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year,  and  other  circulatory  diseases  were  the  cause  of 
5  deaths  in  1967  as  compared  with  7  in  1966.  Pneumonia  and  bronchitis 
were  the  causes  of  4  deaths  in  the  past  year  as  compared  with  5  in  19 66. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  attributable  to 
tuberculosis  in  1967.  There  was  one  death  from  this  cause  in  the  previous 
year. 


Unfortunately  during  the  past  year  there  were 
three  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  ago  (two  of  which  were  twins) 
and  in  fact  all  were  under  one  week  of  age.  There  wore  2  such  deaths  in 
1966.  Regarding  still  births,  however,  there  was  only  1  compared  with 
2  in  1966.  There  were  again  no  deaths  arising  from  child  birth. 

There  wore  only  two  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases  during  1967  both  being  in  respect  of  measles. 

A  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  again  carried  out  a  survey  in  the  District  and  details  relating 
to  the  survey  are  given  in  the  Report.

Environmental  hygiene  is  still  an  important  matter  in  the  district 
in  respect  of  water  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Water  supply  has  improved  although  the  borehole  has  proved  rather 
disappointing  in  the  quantity  of  supply.  All  the  filters  have  been  stripped 
and  stone  and  sand  has  been  renewed  giving  a  far  better  quality  of  supply. 

Sewage  disposal  is  still  in  urgent  need  of  improvement  although 
temporary  measures  at  Brinscall  together  with  careful  handling  has  resulted 
in  consistantly  good  reports  on  the  effluent. 

The  other  two  works  are  still  in  poor  condition  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  area  will  get  under  way  in  the  near  future. 

Housing  conditions  are  in  the  main  good.  Private  house  building 
together  with  improvements  to  existing  houses  has  raised  the  general 
standard  significantly.

Undertaking  from  Withnell  Reservoir  (upland  surface  water)  and  from 
a  borehole  on  Railway  Road,  Withnell. 

1029  Dwelling  houses  and  an  estimated  population  of  approximately 
5,000  persons  are  supplied  with  this  water. 

21  Bacteriological  examinations  of  water  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  of  which  20  were  satisfactory  and  1  was  unsatisfactory.  The 
unsatisfactory  reports  were  followed  up  and  were  found  to  be  due  to 
fluctuation  in  chlorination  due  to  heavy  rains  and  minor  defects  in  the 
chlorinator. 

The  high  acidity  of  the  water  obtained  from  Liverpool  Corporation 
gives  rise  to  plumbo  solvency  of  quite  a  high  degree  and  adjustment  of 
the  Ph  level  of  the  water  which  is  approximately  6,  to  approximately  7.2 
has  removed  this  problem. 

The  water  from  the  borehole  on  Railway  Road  is  pumped  direct  to  mains 
as  this  water  is  slightly  alkaline  and  contains  few  suspended  solids.

Swimming  Laths  &  Pool. 

The  Council  own  the  Brinscall  Swimming  Pool,  which  is  75'  hy  25’, 

5  slipper  baths  and  1  steam  bath  are  available.  Seperate  water  closets  arc 
provided  for  each  sox.  Bathers  lave  to  use  the  spray  baths  before  entering 
the  swimming  pool.  The  water  is  drawn  from  the  public  main,  heated  by  p" 
fired  boiler,  circulated  once  in  6  hours  through  5  pressure  sand  filters 
and  treated  with  sodium  carbonate  and  chlorine.  Samples  are  taken  twice 
daily  to  ensure  that  the  water  has  been  adequately  chlorinated.  Two 
Bacteriological  examinations  wore  taken,  both  satisfactory.  1  Chemical 
analysis  was  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Repairs  were  carried 
out  to  the  boiler  and  pump. 

The  liberal  use  of  Vanodine  together  with  regular  foot  inspections 
have  almost  completely  eradicated  outbreaks  of  verrucae.
